DOORS OF RESTAURANTS CLOSED. 

Thousauds of People Soaking to Oot 

Away—High Prloes Prevail For 
the Steamship Ticket*. 

Havana.—The situation in Havana 
continues unchanged, so far ae war 
ships and battles are concerned, but 
the effects of the blockade are so press¬ 
ing as to make it next to impossible to 
live within the city. Famine is near 
for the rich and a reality for the poor. 

First-class restaurants are guarded 
by armed volunteers and only custom¬ 
ers are permitted to enter. Cheap 
restaurants and chophouses have been 
closed to save them from being attacked 
by the hungry mob. In certain places 
food is only served to those in dress 
uniform. Non-combatants and foreign¬ 
ers are constantly scorned by the volun¬ 
teers, who ask, “Why don’t you join 
us?” If you satisfy them you are a 
foreigner they let you go, remarking, 
“Keep quiet.” If yon are a Cuban or 
a Spaniard you are led to the nearest 
public safety committee station, where 
your fate is decided. Violence has not 
yet begun, but it is unsafe for a civilian 
to go through the streets, especially at 
night, as there are no street lights and 
any one is likely to be shot down on 
the spot if he fails to reply to a chal¬ 
lenge. Friends are already missing, 
but you cannot inquire aftei their, for 
fear of being arrested. 

Dr. C. E. Finlay, aCuban-American, 
well known here and in New York, 
has been missing for several days. 
A friend, fearing for him, called at the 
British Consulate for information. 
Consul Gollan, as usual, knew nothing. 
He then applied to Chief of Police 
Pagervy, who warned him from dab¬ 
bling in “politics,” adding: “We will 
not molest you at present, but cannot 
be responsible for the volunteers, who 
are in full power under martial law.” 

The ships leaving Havana since the 
blockade have all been packed full of 
refugees, who were compelled to pay 
fancy prices for their tickets. Passen- 
gm on the Italian crusier Giovanni 
Bausan were obliged to tip somebody 
at the consulate $800 apiece. Those on 
board the Danish schooner Rohl, with¬ 
out any passenger accommodations 
whatever, paid as high as $200 each 
for the trip, which heretofore would 
have cost only $10. 

The Luciline and Lafayette are the 
only ships not increasing their rates. 
The Lafayette will carry over 1700 pas¬ 
sengers and there have been 5000 ap¬ 
plicants for tickets. The French 
school ship Fulton carried also a num¬ 
ber of wealthy passengers. 

Traffic in Havana streets has been 
stopped, as no business is transacted. 
Express wagons and carts have been 
seized by the Government to carry ma¬ 
terials to the barricades. Street cars 
and stages run no longer. Their horses 
and mules have been turned loose in 
the streets, as there is no fodder. The 
few remaining bags of corn sell for $8 
a quintal.

THE ATTITUDE OF AUSTRIA- 
HUNGARY. 

Baron Dufy Explains That Tkere le 

Nn Necessity fer • Proclamation of 
Nontrallty. 

Budapest.—Baron Banffy, replying 
to an interpellation in the lower house 
of the Diet, said: “The Government 
baa not thought it necessary to issue a 
formal declaration of neutrality in the 
present wsr. Although it is unfortu¬ 
nate that the war could not be pre¬ 
vented, it does not follow that Austria- j 
Hungary is called upon to adopt a spe¬ 
cial attitude in the matter. The 
friendly relations of Austria-Hungary 
with both powers imply an uncondi¬ 
tional neutrality, without a formal 
declaration. Moreover, an official de¬ 
claration of neArality would not corres¬ 
pond with Austria-Hungary’s practice 
in similar cases, as she has only thrice 
done so during the present century, and 
then when the belligerents were Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary's immediate neighbors.” 

The Premier added: ,‘The Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that there is no 
occasion to take special measures for 
the security of the Hungarians in the 
United States, as it is quite out of the 
question that they will experience an¬ 
noyance or unfavorable treatment. 
Also, in vioW of the belligerents’ re¬ 
pudiation of* privateering, there is no 
reason to tear Austria-Hungarian ship¬ 
ping will suffer from restrictive or 
illegal treatment. The statement pub¬ 
lished to the effect that the American 
Government has demanded of Austria- 
Hangary an unconditional declaration 
of nentrality is totally untrue.” 


The May return to the Statistician 
of the Department of Agriculture shows 
the acreage in winter wheat to be 5.7 
per cent greater than the acreage last 
year, the comparison being not with 
the acreage harvested in 1897, but 
with that sown in the fall of 1896. 
While there ia an increase of 26 per 
cent in Kansas, a more or less increase 
in every Eastern and Southern state, 
and some increase also on the Pacific 
Coast, the large expansion thus indi¬ 
cated is to some extent offset by a de¬ 
crease of 2 per cent in Indiana, 3 per 
cent in Ohio, 12 per cent in Iowa, 18 
per cent in Missouri and 16 per cent in 
Illinois. The average condition of 
winter wheat is 86.5 against 80.2 on 
May let of last year.

Haytl Fear* Seizure. 

New York.— Correspondence from 
Port, au Prince, the capital of Hayti, 
under date Of May 8th, says: German 
war ships some time ago made sound¬ 
ings in the prinoipal ports of Hayti— 
the Mole St. Nicholas, Cape Haytien, 
St. Marie, Jermie and Jacmel. What 
Germany might undertake to do in this 
part of the world in the event of a gen¬ 
eral conflict of nations, the dread of 
whioh Lord Salisbury is said to have 
expressed in a recent speech, is a ques¬ 
tion that is occupying the attention of 
public men of Hayti. 

Well-informed foreigners residing 
here do not doubt that if America were 
involved on one side, Germany would 
send a fleet to'seize this island. Ger¬ 
man traders fervently cherish this 
hope. Their feeling against Haytiens 
since the Leuders incident has been in¬ 
tense, and so far as a volatile people are 
capable of cherishing old scores the 
animosity is reciprocated. 

Baker City, Oregon, proposes to 
build a gravity water system using 12,- 
700 feet of steel hydraulic pipe, 39,940 
feet of wrought-iron pipes with reser¬ 
voirs, gates, hydrants and full circulat¬ 
ing water mains. The distance from 
Elk creek to the city is 51,940 feet and 
the cost would be about $135,000. It 
recommends putting in eleven hydrants 
and connecting dead ends at a cost of 
$9000; new boilers and buidings,$1000; 
boring new wells and improving sys¬ 
tem, $10,000. 

The Navy personnel bill, the source 
of agitation throughout the Navy for 
years and -effecting a complete reorgan¬ 
ization of that service, has been agreed 
on by the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, and will be reported to the 
House in a few days. Many impor¬ 
tant amendments were made and much 
important new legislation added.

SAN JUAN PEARS SAMPSON’S 
FLEET. 

Oonranrat Hop** tk* Spanish Squad¬ 
ron Will Soon Appoar. 

New York.—A World special from 
St. Thomas says: Captain-General 

Maoias and the Government at San 
Juan are anxiously expecting the Cape 
Verde fleet to come to the rescue of the 
island. While putting on a bold front 
before the people the authorities are 
fearful of another disastrous onslaught 
by Rear Admiral Sampson’s squadron, 
and are hoping that Admiral Cenrera 
will put in an appearance in the harbor. 

Inquiries are made here from San 
Juan as to the probable location of the 
Spanish warships, and the disquieting 
news has been sent to CapUlm-General 
Macias that the fleet hr Ins wwaj fi mu 
the troubled capital. Macias sends 
word that he was victorious in the 
engagement with Sampson; that his 
loss in soldiers was trifling; that few 
civilians were killed, and that only 
two of his guns were dismounted. 

Amerioan ships, he declares, with¬ 
drew under a fire that was maintained 
until they were out of range. The 
damage to his new battery was repaired 
over night and the brick and mortar of 
the ancient fort were merely shaken 
up. The band played in the plaza the 
night after the bombardment, he de¬ 
clares, and the people gradually recov¬ 
ered from their fright and bad effects 
of the bombardment. 

The apparent retreat of the Ameri¬ 
can fleet cheered the volunteers. Be¬ 
fore the battle a large portion of citi¬ 
zen soldiery was disaffected and waited 
an opportunity to revolt. They now 
believe that the Americans were de¬ 
feated. _ 

Germany'* Neutrality Not to be Doubted 

Berlin.—The semi-official North Ger¬ 
man Gazette, in denying a reported in¬ 
terview between Emperor William and 
United States Embassador White rela¬ 
tive to the German Government’s atti¬ 
tude toward the United States, says: 
“The Americans cannot doubt the 
character of our strict and perfectly 
loyal neutrality after the repeated offi¬ 
cial declarations.” 

The North German Gazette adds: 
“Let this also be a hint to the English, 
French and Austrian newspapers, which 
are so anxions to represent the Govern¬ 
ment and public opinion of Germany 
as hostile to the President and people 
of the United States. The imperial 
policy has a right to feel confident that 
its more than a century of friendship 
to a state in which millions of Germans 
have fonnd a second home will not be 
disturbed without urgent reasons.” 

Victoria’* Appeal For Pone*. 

London.—It is rumored in well- 
informed circles here that Queen Vic¬ 
toria has personally appealed to the 
Queen Regent to sue for peace on the 
ground that the longer hostilities con¬ 
tinue the more her son’s prospects will 
be jeopardized. There is a general 
feeling here and on the Continent also 
that a continuance of the war by Spain 
will be nothing short of criminal 
lunacy, but it is clearly understood 
that the European powers will not in¬ 
tervene unless they are invited by 
Spain and on conditions acceptable to 
the United States. 

A number of capitalists and men in¬ 
terested in transportation lines in 
Southern California are forming a com¬ 
pany to put on a line of steamers be¬ 
tween San Pedro and Hongkong, to 
touch at Honolulu and Manila, the 
probability of Hawaii and the Philip¬ 
pines becoming United States posses¬ 
sions having stimulated them to the 
venture.

EUROPE PREPARING FOR TROUBLE. 

MRtl-OAclol Statement From Germany 
♦hat She I* Friendly—Th* Posi¬ 
tion of Austria. 

London.—It is stated here that there 
afo signs that the Continental powers 
hkvC already taken steps to share in 
tha fruits of the American victory at 
Manila. Germany has intimated to 
the United States, it is said here, that 
she expects to have a voice in the dis¬ 
position of the Philippines, basing her 
claim on German interests in those ] 
islands. Diplomats who are in a posi¬ 
tion to know the facts in the case credit. 
thO report that Germany may demand 
exclusive control of Samoa as the price 
of her acquiesence to American sover¬ 
eignty over the Philippine islands, 
on as an alternative, Germany may de- 

X d one or more of the Philippine is- 
s and one in Hawaii, which prom¬ 
ises to add to the complications. 

The St. James Gazette says: Import- 
nlit signs of the uneasiness of Europe 
irf its fears of anarchy at home and ag¬ 
gression abroad are reflected in London 
financial circles. Russia is raising a 
loan of twelve millions and, more sig- 
nifleant still, she is raising it in Ger¬ 
many. The Bank of England is direct¬ 
ing its energies to the accumulation of 
a fcold reserve, a fashion without re¬ 
cant precedent, while Japan, not con¬ 
tent, with the vast sum she received 
ft#ro China, is preparing for a fresh 
lc&n of $15,000,000. The rapproche¬ 
ment between Germany and Russia and 
Russia and Austria is very marked. 

‘All this, the Ft. James Gazette be- 
lives, portends a combination against 
America and Great Britain, “as we are 
universally regarded as forming part of 
this transatlantic aggression on Eu¬ 
rope,’’ and the article warns Great Brit¬ 
ain, “ to prepare for a struggle which i 
may involve the most important events 
•incc the fall of Napoleon.” 

In conclusion, the St. James Gazette 
raroarks: “Europe believes America is 
trying her strength on Spain, and that 
he|;Uiavitable victory will be followed 
Wf trinrHmr -acts ~of aggression toward 
other powers with interests in the 
Atlantic and in the Pacific.” 

If the United States takes possession 
of Hawaii during the present war 
with Spain it is believed by many j 
diplomats that Europe will endeavor to , 
insist that the occupation of Hawaii j 
was an incident of the war and the J 
continental powers will desire to in- j 
elude Hawaii in the apportionment of J 
territory, perhaps as a partial offset 
against the Philippine islands. 

In the best informed diplomat cir¬ 
cles confidence is expressed that the 
United States will not be permitted to 
acquire such strength in the Far East 
as is involved in the occupation of the 
Philippines and Hawaii without reckon¬ 
ing with the powers. 

Great Britain, on the contrary, as 
the Associated Press has the best 
grounds for asserting, desires the 
United States to retain the Philip-, 
pines, even in preference to taking 
them herself. 

PACIFIC COAST NEWS. 

About 160 men are at work for the 
O. R. & N. Co., laying steel rails be¬ 
tween Umatilla and Wallula for $1.40 
a day. 

The railroads have given California 
stookmen half rate on cattle, and it is 
estimated that 50,000 head will be 
shipped East. 

The horse cannery at Linnton, Or., 
where last year 9000 horses were 
slaughtered and canned, will shortly 
resume operations. 

The Western American Co. has incor¬ 
porated in Seattle, Wash., capital stock 
$500,000, to build a railroad from a | 
point on the Carbon river to Puget | 
sound and operate coal mines. 

A car of beeves were recently shipped 
from Benton county, Or., to Victoria, 
B. C. The average weight was 1600 
pounds. Four cents a pound was the 
price paid, or $64 a head. 

The Canadian government has con¬ 
tracted with the Boston & Alaska 
Transportation Co. for the delivery of 
400 tons of freight and 200 troops into 
the Yukon district of the Northwest 
Territory. 

Dunsmuirs deny the reported offer 
by them of the tug Lome to the United 
States government. American vessels 
are still loading coal at Departure bay 
and Comox, B. C., for southern points. 

Redwood shipments for April were 
14,000 M. feet, 12,000 of which went 
to San Francisco and southern Califor¬ 
nia; the remainder to Hawaiian Is¬ 
lands and Europe. 

The Santa Fe Railroad Co. officials 
give notice that commencing May 2 
the working time of all shop men on 
the system was increased fifteen hours 
a week, thus increasing the pay roll 37 
per cent.

We are to 
have a cabinet meeting here directly, 
and I will see to it. ” and when the cab¬ 
inet came he said, “Here is Bishop 
Simpson making a complaint of our giv¬ 
ing all the appointments to the Episco¬ 
palians. ” 

Said Seward: “That is not true of 
my department. I never give an ap¬ 
pointment to any man because of his 
denomination, nor even know what he 
is.” 

Said Bishop Simpson: “There was 
Dr. McCliutock, appointed to go to 
Paris, a good Methodist, and Bishop 
Hughes was put in his place. I suppose 
you didn’t know, sir, who Bishop 
Hnghes was?” “Oh, I had forgotten 
about him. ” 

“Well,” said Blair, “you’ve got him 
there, bishop, but there are not two in 
my department that are Episcopalians. ” 
"Sir,” said the bishop, “there are not 
two that are not.” "Why,’’said Blair, 
"that is not true, BDd yon may come 
tomorrow morning and look for yonr- 
self.” 

"I will be there at anoh a time,” and 
he was there. As he went in Blair said, 
"Ah, bishop, yon got Seward splendid¬ 
ly yesterday.” Bishop Simpson said, “I 
do not V'ome to hear about him, bnt 
about your department.”

A CHILD’S USE OF MONEY. 

Various Answers Received From a Large 
Number of Publlo School Pupils. 

Or. George E. Dawson of the Bible 
Normal college has classified answers 
I received from 1,807 pnpilsof the public 
schools of this city, given in response to 
< the question, “If yon had $6, all yonr 
I own, what would you do with it?” 

Of those who passed in answers 669 
; were boys and 688 were girls, their ages 
| ranging from 6 to 16. The answers are 
i grouped under nine general heads: 44 
per cent would deposit the money in a 
bank, 18.8 por cent would buy cloth¬ 
ing, 2.2 per cent would buy something 
to eat, 16.8 per cent wonld bny toys 
and other means of amusement, 2.1 per 
cent would buy jewelry and finery, 
uine-teutbs of 1 per cent wonld bny fire¬ 
arms, 1.7 per cent wonld spend for 
travel, 14 per cent wonld spend for oth- 
srs and 6 per cent wonld bny books, eta 
It is interesting to note the large per 
cent who express a disposition to save. 
Dr. Dawson attributes this largely to 
the snggestability of the children. The 
results in this respect resemble those 
obtained in other fields of experiment. 
While tbe children do not realize the 
full significance of saving, the idea has 
been engrafted upon their minds and is 
bound to have its influence. Tbe fact 
that this idea of saving has been thus 
forcibly impressed on the minds of so 
many is very significant and gives us a 
hint of the immense inflneuoe of publio 
instruction. 

In noting the per cent of those who 
wonld bny clothing it should be remem¬ 
bered that many of the children were 
in urgent ueed of something better to 
wear. Those who voted for something 
to eat were mostly under 7 years of age. 
In the class who would prefer amuse¬ 
ments the girls usually expressed a 
wish for dolls and doll carriages while 
the boys xuoBtly desired pigeons, rabbits 
or other pets. In regard to travel, the 
figures show that as children grow old¬ 
er the desire to go out into the world 
increases rapidly, reaching its height at 
about the beginning of adolesoenoe. The 
desire shown by the boys for firearms is 
an expression of the hunting instinct 
that awakens when they are 10 or 12. 
At that age boys like to get hold of 
books of hunting and adveuture. The 
tendency to bny books increases steadily 
as the children grow older. This class 
numbers about twice as many girls as 
boya The olass whioh manifests a feeling 
of altruism also numbers more girls 
than boya showing that the greater 
generosity of women is strikingly man¬ 
ifest even at a l. early age.—Springfield 
Republican.

A FAMOUS SEA FIGHT. 


ENGAGEMENT BETWEEN CHILEAN 
AND PERUVIAN IRONCLADS. 

Th» Ire* tract Ion o t the Sneecar Off th* 

Bolivian Coast — A Terrlbla Slaughter 

What a Flfiht Between Modern War Ves¬ 
sel* Means. 

Iu The Century Claude H. Wetmore 
has an article on “A Famous Sea 
Fight,” describing the engagement be¬ 
tween Chilean and Peruvian ironclads 
off tbe coast of Bolivia in 1879. Mr. 
Wetmore says: 

From the first of tbe battle tbe en¬ 
couraging voice of Gran had come to 
the men in tbe turret through the speak- 
\ ing tube from tbe conning tower, bnt 
j when tbe Blanco crowded into tbe thick 
j of it and great shot struck the Hnas- 
car’s sides as regularly as blows of a 
battering ram the orders of the com¬ 
mander were no longer heard. Tbe offi¬ 
cer in charge of the tnrret oalled to bis 
superior. There was no answer, and 
when Commander Elias Agnerre ran up 
the narrow little ladder that led to the 
tower be stumbled over the dead body 
of his admiral. A shell had struck tbe 
conning tower and bad taken off Grau’s 
head as neatly as if the decapitation 
bad been by the guillotine. This shell 
also killed Lieutenant Ferre, tbe ad¬ 
miral’s aid. There was only time to 
pnsh tbe corpses aside, and the new 
commanding offloer palled back tbe 
tnbe flap to give his directions, bnt as 
be did so the Hoe scar staggered, keeled 
over, then shook in every plate, while 
a concussion more terrifio than any so 
far told that a shell had entered tbe 
turret and bad bnrst there. When the 
fumes had cleared away so that a per¬ 
son conld speak, a midshipman oalled 
oat that one of tbe great gnns had been 
dismounted and 20 men killed. The 
survivors tumbled the bodies through 
the hatch that opened into the deok be¬ 
low, thus releasing the dogged ma¬ 
chinery, and as tbe corpses rattled down 
other men rushed np, throwing off their 
clothing as they jumped into the pools 
of blood to seize hold of tbft gear and 
swing the remaining gnn into position, 
that it might train upon oue of the 
ships—they conld no longer make ont 
which, nor did they care—and it was 
discharged, hanled in, loaded and dis¬ 
charged again. 

Once more all was silent in the oon- 
ning tower. Lieutenant Palacios has¬ 
tened there, bnt before be conld enter 
he was compelled to push three bodies 
ont of tbe way. He had barely given 
bis first oommand when a bullet from 
the well aimed rifle of a marine in an 
enemy’s top lodged between his eyes. 
Then the fourth to oommand the Hnaa- 
car that day, Lieutenant Pedro Garezon, 
took tbe place, and as he did so he oall¬ 
ed through an aperture telling the 
quartermaster to pnt the helm to port; 
for be had determined to ram one of the 
adversaries and sink with her if neces¬ 
sary. Over and over span tbe wheel, 
but tbe Huascar’s head still pointed be¬ 
tween the Chileans. 

“Port! Port, I say!” screamed the 
oommander. 

“She won’t answer,” came back tbe 
sullen reply from the only one of fonr 
quartermasters alive. The bodies of tbe 
others were lying upon the grating at 
his feet. 

“A shot has carried away the star¬ 
board steering gear, sir,” reported an 
ensign, and he dropped dead as the 
words left his month. 

Tbe Hnasoar now lay drifting in a 
hell of shot and dame, bnt all the while 
the red, white and red flattered from 
the peak. One by one, in twos and in 
threes, the men in the tnrret dropped 
at their posts, and at lust tbe remaining 
great gnn was silent, its tackle literally 
choked with dead. The turret conld not 
be turned for the same reason. Corpses 
huug over tbe military top; oorpsea 
clogged tbe conning tower. 

With coats and waistcoats off the sur¬ 
geons had been laboring in the ward¬ 
room upon the wouuded, who, shriek¬ 
ing in their agony, had been tumbled 
down the oonipauionway like so much 
butchered beef, tor there was no time 
to use stretchers or to carry a stricken 
oomrade to a doctor’s care. Steam and 
•moke filtered through the doorways, 
and the apartment became stifling. 
While they were sawing, amputating 
and bandaging a shell tore into the 
wardroom, burst, and fragments wound¬ 
ed the assistant surgeons, the chief of 
the medical staff having been killed 
earlier in the conflict. Those unfortu¬ 
nates who were stretohed upon the ta¬ 
ble awating their tarn under the knife 
and those who lay upon tbs floor suffer¬ 
ed no more pain. They were killed as 
they lay groaning. This shell tore away 
wardroom and stern cabin, and hardly 
a trace was left of the bulkhead. After 
that what little surgery was done was 
performed in the ooal bankers. 

Huddled in a passageway near tbe 
engine room were a score or more of non- 
combatants—stewards, pantrymen and 
stokers. They were in a place that was 
lighted only as flashes came from the 
gnns. It was filled with powder smoke, 
and olonds of steam that drifted from 
below told that the Hnascar had been 
•track in a vital spot—her machinery. 
Suddenly they beard a crash, followed 
by the rending of tbe deok, and the lit¬ 
tle ironolad swayed as if she had strnck 
a reef. Some one passed the word that 
the maintop mast had been shot away. 
As it eame down it brought living men 
to be dashed to death, also corpses that 
had been hanging over the sides of tbe 
military top.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 

The Supervisors met Monday, a full 
attendance being present. 

On motion the communication from 
the State Board of Pharmacy relative to 
registration of druggists was filed. 

Mr. Piburn, Recorder of Monterey 
county, was given a contract to collect 
the county’s claims of orphans, half- 
orphans and aged persons against the 
State at 25 per cent on all mouey col¬ 
lected. 

The claim of P. J. Maloney for extra 
work on the Alpine road was then taken 
up. Harvey Kincaid appeared for Mr. 
Maloney and P. H. McEvoy and the; 
District Attorney for the county. Much 
expert testimony was presented on both 
sides, it being very late in the afternoon 
before it was all in. 

John MacBain was called for Mr. Ma¬ 
loney. He made a detailed statement 
of the extra lumber used on the con¬ 
struction of culverts and bridges, show¬ 
ing the amount to be $747.89. Mr. 
MacBain was subjected to a rigid cross- 
examination, but did not materially 
change his figures. 

Surveyor Bromfield was called and 
made a complete statement, showing the 
extra fillings, excavations, cattle cross¬ 
ings, etc., were worth $796.20. 

G. H. Rice testified that tbe wood cut 
off tbe Borel property, and for which 
the county should pay Mr. Maloney, was 
worth $646. 

George Barker said that $6474.14 bad 
already been paid Mr. Maloney. 

Mr. Kincaid then rested the case for 
Mr. Maloney. 

James McNee was called for tbe 
county. He gave as his opinion that 
there was not more than sixty cords of 
wood on the Borel place, and that it was 
worth from $2.50 to $3 per cord. H. 
McArthur’s and James Rapley’e testi¬ 
mony corroborated Mr. McNee’s state¬ 
ment. 

J. G. MacMillan, County Surveyor of 
Santa Clara county, went over each sec¬ 
tion of the road, describing each bridge 
and culvert minutely. He found that 
instead of Mr. Maloney furnishing extra 
lumber be was short, according to plans 
and specifications, 11,151 feet. He also 
discovered that the road bed was in 
most places only seven and eight feet 
when it should be nine. 

Mr. Harter, who went over the road 
with Mr. MacMillan, gave similar testi¬ 
mony. 

A. Beer investigated the bridges and : 
did not believe they were built accord- 1 
ing to the specifications. 

This concluded tbe evidence for the { 
county, and McEvoy thought, as a mat- ! 
ter of justice to himself, the Board 
should investigate the road for them¬ 
selves. Brown objected to this, and 
Tilton moved that Mr. Maloney be al¬ 
lowed $200 tor the wood. Mr. McEvoy j 
explained that by arbitration Mr. Ma¬ 
loney was already allowed $1500 for ex¬ 
tra work done on tbe road, and for wood 
on the Borel property. Debenedetti 
moved that the contractor be given no 
further money for the work and the 
motion was carried, Brown voting no. 

The claim of Loren Coburn for $1271- 
.93 was laid over to the next meeting of 
tbe Board.

ELEPHANT CURIOSITY. 


An Animal Whloh Stands With Its Feat 
Imbedded In Rocks. 

On tbe Miles Wilbur farm, less than 
two miles from Palmyra, Wia, nearly 
midway between Bald bluff and tbe 
Cnrelian spring, on a wild, rocky bill- 
aide of the Kettle range of bluffs, may 
be found a huge rock known far and 
near as the “stone elephant. “ 

It is annually visited by large num¬ 
bers of people, some of whom pronounce 
it a petrified elephant of monster size, 
but the theory most generally believed 
is that it was hewed out of the solid 
roek in which it seemed imbedded cen¬ 
turies ago by some prebistorio race. 

As if to substantiate this latter theory, 
from timo to time many valuable tools, 
relics and implements unknown to tbe 
people of this age have been found about 
its base aud in that immediate vicinity. 
It is about 20 feet long, 6 or 8 feet high, 
of a dark gray color and weighs hun¬ 
dreds of tons. Tbe body only is above 
the level of tbe ground, its legs being 
deeply sunk below, bolding it firmly in 
a standing position.

Here he 
stopped for some time, but at length 
added, “My lords, if ever I rise again 
in thlR house I give you leave to cut 
me off. root and branch, forever.” Such 
a speech, naturally, caused much aston¬ 
ishment.

Explorer Sullivan Finds a Tribe of 
Fi* alias on Orinoco Klver. 

Eben J. Sullivan, a South American 
explorer, claims to have discovered a 
race of living brownies near the head 
waters of the Orlnoeo Klver In the 
wilds of Surinam. In describing his 
find. Mr. Sullivan says: 

“The queer child people are about 
four feet in height. Their skin from 
head to foot is a brilliant reddish 
brown, translucent In effect. Their legs 
are like pipestems, scarcely the size of 
a child's arm, while their arms are 
ridiculously small and thin, and their 
stomachs are big. out of all proi>ortlon 
to the laxly, and distended back as well 
as front.

All those that 1 saw were l'i different 
parts of Surinam.
